W6ZE IS BORN! 
(A History of the OCARC Calli Letters)

in the 1950s, W6LRP/W6ZE, Earl Griffin, and his XYL, Mildred, W6PJU, were both members of 
the OCARC. Mildred worked with Roy Maxson, W6DEY, at the FCC Field Office south of 
Edinger St., in western Santa Ana. 


T n April, 1951, Earl Griffin, then W6LRP, was a member of the 


Dog Patch group. (At this time, the OCARC was meeting at the 
Orange County Communications Center next to the Dog Pound, thus 
the name Dog Patch group.) The Club History contains a picture 


of Earl Griffin and the Dog Patch group taken in June, 1951. 

Earl Griffin, along with Rehse Mowry, W60ZO, Horace Bates, 

W6QZQ, and our very first mysterious 'RF1 editor, Dr. Marinus 

Conway, WA6UPP, sponsored the first 'RF1 newsletter publication 
called, "RF of Western Wireless", becoming 'RF1 as we know it 
today with Vol. 2, Number 1, dated Nov. 13, 1954. 


Due to their close association, LRP/W6ZE, W6PJU, and W6DEY were steadfast friends! Earl 
Griffin was employed by the Santa Ana Water Works, and received a new call, W6ZE. Earl died 
from a heart attack in 1956. 


Three years later, Roy Maxson, W6DEY, and Mildred Griffin were married. The Club, under 
past-president Ted Glick's (K6LJA) urging, moved to have Earl's call, W6ZE, assigned to the 
OCARC as our Club Call. The position of Roy Maxson, W6DEY, in the FCC was instrumental in 
acquiring Earl's call for the OCARC. 


At the Feb. 18, 1959 meeting, Roy Morris, K61Q, first Trustee of the W6ZE club license, 
announced that the call was officially ours! Other trustees of the club call have been Alex 
Alexander W6RE, Ken Konechy W6HHC, and currently Bob Eckweiler AF6C.

AMATEUR RADIO EMERGENCY SERVICE 
SUPPORTS HOSPITALS IN ORANGE COUNTY 


The Hospital Disaster Support Communications System (HDSCS), a part of the Orange County Amateur 
Radio Emergency Service (ARES), active since 1980, was formally organized in 1981 at the request of 
hospitals in north Orange County who drill together each year for disaster preparedness. This initial interest 
was the result of a phone outage at St. Jude Medical Center in Fullerton, California and the impressive 
response of Amateur Radio operators in that emergency. The group has now responded to over 65 
emergencies. HDSCS is included in Orange County's Mass Casualty Response Plan and has also been 
recognized with the Certificate of Merit by FEMA for "voluntary communications support in times of crisis." 


The mission of HDSCS is to provide back-up communications critical to patient care, primarily to acute 
care hospitals . 


All members of HDSCS are FCC-licensed Amateur Radio operators who use their own personal radio 
equipment. In addition, some hospitals have installed antennas and/or radio equipment for HDSCS use. 


The system is made up of Call-Up responders and Core Teams. Call-Up responders are individuals that 
hospitals can contact should there be a communications problem (such as a phone outage) or stress in regular 
communications because of a mass casualty incident. The initial radio operator contacted activates the 
additional people needed to respond. Core Teams are made up of individuals who have committed to 
respond to an assigned hospital, usually near their home or work, without first being called in the event of a 
major area-wide disaster, such as an earthquake. Most members are both. 


Members of this group learn about the uniqueness of hospital communication needs, other emergency 
services/groups, hospital procedures and disaster plans. They practice each year with the hospitals in 
individual and multi-agency mass casualty drills. 


All Amateur Radio operators perform their services voluntarily, In accordance with FCC regulations, no 
fees can be charged for their services as communicators on Amateur Radio frequencies. HDSCS is not 
funded by any agency. Hospitals assist the group with such things as mailing, xeroxing, beepers and 
providing meeting space.
